A COMPARISON, NOT IX VIDIOUS. 


“Ohio,” said a traveller, who is register- 
ed at the Alberta and representing or 8 
Isrge maonfacturing-firm of that State, ‘* is 
a Stete rich in natural resources. Our firm 
use natural gas which is on their own land,to 
ran their entire plant with, and crude 
netroleum, which we use targely in the 
busiuees, is brought direct by pipes to the 
fictery from beds among the hills a mile 
and a half away. Ohio has coal, coal oil 
timber, natural gas and fairly good agri- 
cultural land, and, taking it all in all, I 
thiak Iam safe in saying that for natural 
resources it is the richest State in the 
Unien.” 

Comparisons, 
odious, and a comparison right here as to 
the relative natura! richness of Ohio and 
Alberta would put the former, even though 
the richest State in the union, decidedly in 
the shade. Alberta has all that Ohio has, 
and more. It has coal, coal at $2 ton, 
**eoal to barn,” in seams running under the 


if not invidious, are not 


town in unlimited and inexhaustable quan- 
tities. It has timberin vaet quantities up 
the river aod the river forms a natural 


highway for its transportation to the mills 
in town, by merely carrying it dowa upon 
the current. Alberta has coal oil wells 
which the government is now preparing to 
tap and develop, at Pelican rapids and 
Victoria, and it has agricultural lands 
second to none in the west, lands which last 
season raised 60 to 85 bushels of oats to the 
acre and wheat correspondingly good. A 
conservative estimate places the export of 
grain for Northern Alberta alone, for the | 
season of ‘97, at one million bushels. In the 
way of natural gas, it has it in such 
quantities that oil boring operations were 
compelled to close until it had blown itself 
off, and the roar it makes when escaping 
from the pipes at the Pelican rapids oil 
well cau be veard for two miles dowa the 
river. All these resources Alberta has, and 
it has others also. It does the largest trade 
in undressed furs of any town in North 
America. In July last, between the 5th 
and 15th, $34,028 00 worth of fur was 
brought in and sold here, and that was 
only asmali portion of the season's sales. 
It has fishing industries which are only in 
the infancy of their development. White- 
fish are the standard and staple diet of the 
Indians of the north, who cure them in lots 
of 10,000 for winter consumption. Besides 
these whitefish there are ‘‘ Alberta salmon,” 
linge salmon trout weighing over forty 
pounds, which are caught in large quantities 
in Cold lake, lying about 180 miles north- 
west of town. For two hundred miles 
along the Athabasca river, between the 
Landing aod Lake Athabasca vast quan- 
tities of crude tar are found ia the kollows 
among the rocks. This tar is turned to 
practical use by voyageurs slong the river 
and prospectors Yukon bound, who use it 
tor tarring the seams of their boats to make 
them more impenetrable to water. It 
is in the vicinity of these tar beds that the 
government is now boring for coal oil and 
the indications promise a highly satisfact- 
ery result. There is still another natural 
product of Alberta, almost unknown and 
altogether undeveloped—the great salt beds 
on Salt river, a tributary of the Slave, 
situated about ten miles below Fort Smith 
or 660 miles north of Edmonton. Herea 
natural outcrop of pure crystal salt exists. 
‘Uraders and trappers, who form the largest 
portion of the population of the district, 
have only to take a shovel and bag and go 
to the outcropping veins where they can get 
their salt supply forthe taking. The salt 
is dried in the sun in the surmmer and then 
ground throvgh a coffee mill at Fort Smith, 
when it comes out equally as good, it is 
claimed, by those who have used N, as the 
imported castern article. Salt at Godrich, 
agreat producing centre, costs retail 75c 
to 85c per barrel of 300 lbs. At Edmonton 
this same salt cost $4.00 per barrel. The 
difference is largely made up ef freight ; so 
that once the north is tapped by railway 
connection the development of these great 
natural beds would offer a raost favorable 
opening for the investment of capital. 


Taking it all in all, after a comparison of 
the natural resources of Ohio and Alberta 
is made, it does not seem strange that our 
American cousin would lke to exchange 
Maine for Northwestern Camada.

MIGHT AND RIGHT. 


_ A despatch to the Globe of the 18th, 
instant from its Ottawa correspondent says : 


‘* It is understood to be the intention 
of the government to introduce legisla- 
tion this session, defining the position 
of the unorganized territeries in the 
Northwest, declaring them formally 
under the jurisdiction of the federal 
authorities. The executive of the 
Northwest Territories at Regine, seems 
to be laboring under the impression 
that they have some authority in the 
Yukon. Premier Haultain was credited 
a few weeks ago in the press with say- 
ing that the executive intended sending 
up a party of officials to the Yukon, 
their chief license inspector to be one of 
them. In the Northwest assemblv four 
or five weeks ago a debate was brought 
up Cn a newspaper report, that the gov- 
ernment at Ottawa intended imposing 
a tax ot $2a gallon on whiskey going 
into the Yukon, and Haultain made a 
speech in which he asserted a policy 
and took high ground about the juris- 
diction of the territorial government in 
the Yukon. It was undignified to hold 
a debate on a newsaper paragraph with- 
out taking steps to ascertain the truth. 
Haultain should not be rash in asserting 
authority or attempting to exercise it 
unless he is perfectly sure of his 
ground.” 


} 


From the present appearance of affairs 
Premier Haultain is perfectly sure of his 
ground, the Globe’s correspondent to the 
contrary notwithstanding. It does not 
appear to be a question of law or interpre- 
tation of law, but merely a plain statement 
of existing facts, that if the Yukon is part 
of the Northwest Territories and the laws 
of the Territories apply to it, then those 
Territories are entitled to such portion of 
the revenue arising from the Yukon as they 
would be entitled to if the Yukon district 
was in any other part of the Territories. In 
other words, if the Territorial government 
receives the revenue arising from liquor 
licenses in Alberca, why should it not re 
ceive the revenne from the same source in 
the Yukon? Ifthe Yukon is subject to 
Territcrial law, it certainly is entiticd to 
that revenue, and if it is not subject to 
Territoriai law why are-solicitors who have 
been called to the bar under the law of the 
Territories, allowed to practice in the 
Yukon without passing further examina- 
tion? A privilege which they cannot claim in 
any other province. Furthermore, if the 


executive of the Northwest Territories have 
no claim on the Yukon and ro power over 


it, why does the Dominion government 
find it necessary to introduce legislation ‘‘de- 
claring that district formally under the 
jarisdiction of the federal authorities,” as 
the correspond oresaid hasit. As to the 
undignified p ing of holding a debate 
in a legislative bedy on the mere s 
of a aewspaper report, which the Globes 
correspondent claims occurred during the 
iast session at Regina, the co ent is 
in error as to the fazts as no debate was 
held. In reply to a question regarding the 
truth of the report that the federal govern- 
ment: intended imposing a tax of $2.00 per 
gallon on liquor going inte the Yukon, Mr. 
Haultain stated that he could not believe 
the report to be true, but the executive 
would take immediate steps to ascertain 
the facts. ae - 
Tb a rs very much as thoug e 
Boden ans tei TBr owned and controlled 
the Yukon when there is any revenue to be 
derived from that district, but- when an ex- 
pense is to be insurred in cutting a road to 
it, they know it not. The executive of the 
Northwest ‘Territories are entitled to the 
revenue they claim, en the ground—if for 
ne other reason—of compensation for the 
money they have voted and expended to 
cnt a road to the gold fields and throw 
them open to the world ; and that revenue 
they wil! undoubtedly have, together with 
compenaation from the federal authorities 
for the loss they will sustain when the right 
to collect such revenue is eventually legis- 
lated out of their control.
